COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 


FRANKLIN SS: 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Whately in the 
County of Franklin, 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town, 
qualified to vote in elections and in Town affairs, to meet at the 
Town Hall in said Whately on Monday, the Sixth day of Feb- 
ruary next, at ten o'clock in the forenoon, then and there to act 
on the following articles: 


Article I. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the en- 
suing year; Moderator; Treasurer; Town Clerk; one Selectman 
for three years; Auditor; one Assessor for three years; one 
School Committee for three years; one Library Trustee for three 
years; one Cemetery Commissioner for three years; Tree War- 
den; Elector under the Will of Oliver Smith; Tax Collector and 
Constables. 


Article II. To receive the reports of the various Town Of- 
ficers and Committees, and act thereon. 


Article III. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray the expenses of the Town for the ensuing year. 


Article IV. To see what the Town will do with the money 
received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


Article V. To see if the Town will vote to make an appro- 
priation for the Public Library. 
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Article VI. To see if the Town will authorize the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time 
to time, in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year be- 
ginning Jan. 1, 1933, and to issue a note or notes therefor, pay- 
able within one year; any debt or debts incurred under this vote 
to be paid from the revenue of said financial year. 


Article VII. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to refund revenue 
loans. 


Article VIII. To see if the Town will appropriate money 
for the care of the cemeteries for the ensuing year. 


Article IX. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a 
sum of money for Street Lights. 


Article X. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum of 
money sufficient for Gypsy and Brown-Tail Moth work. 


Article XI. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a 
sum of money for the maintenance of Highways under the pro- 
visions of Section 26-29, Chapter 81, of the General Laws. 


Article XII. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a 
sum of money, under Chapter 90, for the construction of an im- 
proved road, going west on so called Haydenville road, or take 
any action thereto. 


Article XIII. To see if the Town will authorize its select- 
men or Superintendents of Highways to give all resident Real 
Estate Tax Payers an opportunity to work on the highways to 
the amount of 20% of their 1932 or 1933 taxes, and apply same 
as a reduction on either of said Taxes, or take any action there- 
to. 


Article XIV. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $22,000 for the maintenance of schools for 
the ensuing year, or take any action thereto. 


Article XV. To see if the Town will vote that the Select- 
men be Authorized to prosecute and defend all suits that may be 
brought on behalf of, or against, the Town, and employ council 
for same. 


Article XVI. To see if the Town will vote to request an 
annual State Audit by the Division of Accounts. 


Article XVII. To see if the Town will vote that the Cemet- 
ery Commissioners be authorized to appoint any of its members 
to act as sextons. 


Article XVIII. To see if the Town will vote that the Col- 
lector of Taxes be paid on a commission basis, the commission 
to be fixed by vote of the Town, or take any action thereto. 


Article XIX. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
and transfer the 1932 tractor earning of $134.87 from the treas- 
ury for the purpose of establishing a Tractor Fund for the 
present year, or take any other action thereto. 


Article XX. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a 
sum not to exceed $50.00 for cemetery work. 


Article XXI. To see if the Town will vote to accept any 
trust funds that has not already been accepted up to date of 
January Ist, 1933. 


Article XXII. To see if the Town will vote to reduce the 
salaries of all town officials and the wage of all town employees, 
or take any other action thereto. 


And you are directed to serve this Warrant, by posting up at- 
tested copies thereof at two public places in said Town, seven 
days at least before the time of holding said meeting. 
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Hereof fail not, and make due return of this Warrant, with 
your doings thereon, to the Town Clerk, at the time and place 
of meeting, as aforesaid.

As directed by you I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Whately for the period from November 
29, 1931, the date of the previous audit, to December 17, 1932, 
and submit the following report thereon.

The financial transactions of the town as recorded on the 
books of the several departments receiving or disbursing money 
for the town were examined, checked, and verified. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined and 
checked in detail. The recorded receipts were compared with 
the records in the departments collecting money for the town 
and with the other sources from which payments were made into 
the town treasury, while the payments were checked with the 
orders of the selectmen authorizing them. The cash book was 
footed, the cash on hand was proved by an actual count, and 
the bank account was reconciled with a statement received from 


the bank. 


Considerable time was required to check the accounts of the 
treasurer, whose cash book receipts and payments had not been 
added since May, 1932, and who, in addition, appears to have 
made no attempt to reconcile the cash balance with the bank 
account. 


In order, therefore, to determine which checks were outstand- 
ing, it was necessary to examine all checks drawn, and in order 
to reconcile the orders drawn with the payments it was necessary 
to compare all checks drawn with the selectmen’s orders. In 
addition, the recorded receipts had to be compared with the bank 
deposits in order to locate a discrepancy of $6.01. This amount 
apparently had not been deposited in the bank, but was adjusted 
by the treasurer during the audit. 


In checking the receipts it was noted that revenue loans have 
been entered in the cash book for the net amount received after 
deducting the discount paid. The entire amount of the loan 
should be entered as a receipt, while the discount charged should 
be treated as a payment for which an order should be issued by 
the selectmen. In fact, selectmen’s orders should be drawn for 
all payments to be made by the treasurer, who is not authorized 
to make any disbursements without such orders. Attention in 
this connection is called to Section 52, Chapter 41, General 
Laws, which reads, in part, as follows: 
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... The auditor or officer having similar duties in cities, 
and the selectmen in towns, shall approve the payment 
of all bills or pay rolls of all departments before they 
are paid by the treasurer, and may disallow and re- 
fuse to approve for payment, in whole or in part, any 
claim as fraudulent, unlawful or excessive; and in that 
case the auditor or officer having similar duties, or the 
selectmen, shall file with the city or town treasurer a 
written statement of the reasons for the refusal; and 
the treasurer shall not pay any claim or bill so disal- 
lowed. This section shall not abridge the powers con- 
ferred on town accountants by sections fifty-five to 
sixty-one, inclusive. 


The securities, including savings bank bocks, representing the 
investment of trust funds in the custody of the treasurer were 
examined and listed. The income and disbursements were proved 
and verified. the funds being found to be as reported. 

The accounts of the tax collector were examined and checked. 
The tax accounts outstanding at the time of the previous exam- 
ination, were audited, and all subsequent commitment lists were 
added and reconciled with the assessors’ warants. The abate- 
ments granted by the assessors are not reported to the collector, 
as required by Section 60, Chapter 59, General Laws, and were 
therefore posted on the commitment lists from the assessors’ 
records. The recorded collections were checked, the payments 
to the treasurer were verified by a comparison with the treasur- 
ers accounts, and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
proved. 

A further verification of the outstanding accounts was ob- 
tained by mailing notices to a number of persons whose names 
appeared on the books as owing money to the town, the replies 
received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are cor- 
rect. 

If the collector is to perform his duties of office faithfully in 
accordance with the terms of his bond, a determined effort should 
be made to secure settlement of the uncollected taxes of prior 
years. 

The financial accounts of the town clerk were examined. The 
receipts for dog licenses issued on behalf of the county and for 
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sporting licenses, the proceeds of which are paid to the state, 
were checked with the records of licenses issued. The payments 
to the county trasurer and to the Division of Fisheries and Game, 
respectively, were verified and the cash on hand was proved by 
an actual count. 


The surety bonds of the town clerk, treasurer, and collector 
for the faithful performance of their duties were examined and 
found to be in proper form. 


The records of licenses granted by the selectmen were checked 
and it was noted that the receipts for licenses are not turned 
over to the town treasurer until the end of the year, It is re- 
commended that license fees be paid to the treasurer upon their 


receipt. 


The receipts of the sealer of weights and measures were 
checked with the record of work done and the cash on hand was 


verified by an actual count. 


The accounts of the librarian were examined, the recorded re- 
ceipts for fines and miscellaneous receipts being checked. The 
payments to the treasurer were verified and the librarian’s cash 
on hand was proved by an actual count. It was noted that the 
librarian has made small payments for library purposes from re- 
ceipts, which is contrary to the provisions of Section 53, Chapter 
44, General Laws. 


Ledger accounts were compiled and analyzed, and a balance 
sheet, showing the financial condition of the town on December 
17, 1982, was prepared and is appended to this report. As may 
be seen from this balance sheet, the surplus revenue of the town 
is substantial, but is not available for appropriation until the 


amount of outstanding taxes is considerably reduced. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are 
tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries 
of the tax and departmental accounts, as well as tables showing 


the transactions and condition of the trust funds. 
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For the co-operation rendered by all officials during the pro- 
cess of the audit, I wish to express appreciation on behalf of my 
assistants and for myself.

Report of Cattle Inspector 


The annual inspection of barns and animals was completed 
during December and January at which time I visited 114 
stables and found 611 cattle, 97 swine, 2 sheep and 2 goats. 

There was a noticeable improvement in the condition under 
which they were kept. This was due to the fact that the town 
has been area tested, and all rules of sanitation recommended 
by the Division of Animal Industry have been complied with. 

This town has been declared a Modified Accredited Area by 
the Division of Animal Industry.

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REPORT OF THE 


Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee of Whately: 


From the standpoint of a union superintendent, the last school 
year has been one of continual change and adjustment, not so 
much in purely educational aspects as in administration prob- 
lems. Fortunately there were few changes in the teaching staff 
and progress in the schools has been continuous. 

All of the school systems have been more or less concerned 
regarding reduced salary schedules, elimination of positions, 
consolidation and increased size of classes, changes in transport- 
ation, or reduction in operating expenses. Most of these changes 
coming in September have affected local and State accounting, 
necessitating two sets of figures for the same fiscal year. Ex- 
change of numerous questionnaires and attendance at local and 
State conferences have been necessary and valuable but have 
consumed time and effort usually available for regular class room 
work, 

These unsettled and often unfavorable conditions have been 
‘a challenge to the loyalty and morale of teachers and others em- 
ployed in the schools. The challenge has been stoutly met and 
‘we are in the midst of a successful school year without disaffec- 
tion or dimunition in effort or spirit. This fortunate element, in 
our otherwise depressing situation is in due recognition of cur- 
rent financial restrictions. 

It ought also to be more generally recognized that a school 
system whose organization extends, as it does, through parts of 
two fiscal years can not at once adapt itself to changes in local 
financial conditions. School committees must make most of their 
reductions after six months of the year have elapsed. Further- 
more, one becoming familiar with school finances is at once im- 
pressed with the few items in which changes can be profitably 
made, even from a financial standpoint. 
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Elsewhere in this report appears a summary of the require- 
ments legally imposed upon school systems of the Common- 
wealth. Few familiar with their purpose and relation to the 
schools and the community would desire to abolish these regu- 
lations except in extreme emergency. 

Among the accounts which loom large in school expenditures 
are found salaries, and high school tuition and transportation. 
Yet these are the items most heavily reimbursed by State funds. 
If within economical limits they can not be profitably reduced. 
In most of our towns, further reductions in teachers’ salaries 
would show not only insignificant savings to the towns but seri- 
ous sacrifice upon the part of teachers or a needless lowering of 
standards. 

Instances of salary reductions are blazoned forth on every 
page of the press and make a strong appeal in these distressing 
times. However, it is well to consider from what level the “cut” 
is made. Reductions in the $1500-$3000 level produce more 
savings to the municipality and less sacrifice to teachers than do 
reductions from the $900-$1050 level prevailing in most of our 
towns. 

As for high school tuition and transportation costs, the net 
cost to the community is well below that in towns maintaining 
local high schools. The tuition reimbursement is one-half the 
approved rate and transportation, except beyond certain limits, 
is wholly reimbursed. Through the equalization plan favoring 
our towns the actual increase in the local State tax is negligible. 

Various items of school costs this year have exhibited ex- 
tremes of increase and decrease. While the local expenditures 
were $1000 less than last year, they totaled considerably more 
than the original appropriation. During the year ending in June, 
the Town paid for tuition and transportation for 15 more high 
school pupils than in 1931. The additional cost of tuition was 
$1210. There were 55 attending high schools for the year end- 
ing in June and 60 for the last 4 months of this year. Yet the 
increase cost of high school transportation is but $142 for the 
current year. The vocational group attending Smith’s Agricul- 
tural School is not included in these figures and has not varied 
greatly within the last 3 years. 
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Decreases in the following items may be noted: Committee 
$60, superintendent $31, teachers’ salaries $793, books and sup- 
plies $140, operating expenses $240, repairs and maintenance 
$300. Other items show no significant changes. 


Further decreases will be effective this year in the elementary 
tuition account. For the past 10 years a group of 25 to 40 
pupils living near the Deerfield line has attended the South 
Deerfield schools at a cost of from $2000 to $2400 annually. 
During the past year this group decreased to such an extent 
that it was possible to absorb all except 8th grade pupils into 
the East School. The arrangement with the Deerfield Committee 
was terminated in June, and the transfer took place at the open- 
ing of school in September. Arrangements were made by which 
the bus carrying pupils to Deerfield High School could carry 
these children to the East School on its return trip. This extra 
transportation is made without additional cost to the Town. A 
new and larger bus put in operation this fall will take care of 
any ordinary increase in this group. 

School officials conversant with the conditions of financing 
schools fee] justified in considering not only the amount of ex- 
penditure but the net cost in terms of reimbursement. Indeed, 
prudent persons follow the same practice in their personal trans- 
actions. ‘Too often in school financing only the amount of the 
appropriation receives serious consideration. The Statement of 
Receipts following the Financial Statement in this report shows 
the relation of expenditures and reimbursements for the cur- 
rent fiscal year. The net cost of schools to the Town is $13,- 
801.20, the net cost last year was $16,906.59. This is a de- 
crease of more than $3000 in the net cost. In view of the fact 
that the total expenditures for this year were more than $1000 
less than last year, it would not seem that the Committee could 
be justly charged with ignoring the necessity for economy in 
school administration. 


Suggestions are frequently made as to the temporary suspen- 
sion or the elimination of various activities of the schools. In 
some instances the application of these suggestions is practicable 
and feasible but many of these activities are required by law 


95 


and to a large extent outside the powers of the Committee. In 
view of the interest in these matters, I have listed many of 
these regulations. 


Some of the Compulsory Laws Relative to Education that 
directly or indirectly influence the Local School Budget. 
Required subjects: orthography, reading, writing, the English 

language and grammar, geography, arithmetic, drawing, the 
history and constitution of the United States, the duties of 
citizenship, physiology and hygiene, good behavior, indoor 
and outdoor games and athletic exercises, effects of alco- 
holic drinks, stimulants and narcotics on the human system, 
tuberculosis and its control. 


Towns and cities must provide and maintain a sufficient number 
of schoolhouses properly furnished for accommodation of 
all children therein. 


Every town shall maintain a sufficient number of schools for the 
instruction of all children who may legally attend a public 
school therein. 

Elementary schools must be in session 160 days. 

High schools must be in session 180 days. 

Towns of over 500 families must maintain a high school with 
a course four years in length. 

Towns and cities must print the annual report of the school 
committee. 

Towns of less than 500 families must pay high school tuition 
and transportation. (Full or part state reimbursement. ) 

Female assistants required in classes having 50 or more pupils. 

Minimum salary for teachers $750. 

Free textbooks and supplies required. 

School physician and school nurse required. 

Superintendents of schools required. 

Vocational Education—Residents of towns not maintaining ap- 
proved independent industrial, agricultural, or household 
arts schools offering the type of education desired may at 
the discretion of the commissioner attend in another town. 
The town of residence is responsible for tuition. (Reim- 
bursed 50% by state.) 
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Supervisors of attendance required. 

Transportation of pupils to public schools may be required when 
residence is more than two miles from school. 

Special classes required in towns having ten children three years 
mentally retarded. 

Annual physical examination of all school children required. 

School bus regulations. 

Towns required to appropriate funds necessary for the support 
of schools. 

(Quoted from Bulletin of Massachusetts Department of Edu- 
cation. ) 

There is in connection with all the Whately schools a'‘healthy 
spirit of cooperation and progress. Much of this spirit is cent- 
ered around the activities of the local Parent-Teachers Associa- 
tion and its friends. Several valuable projects outside the lim- 
its of public funds have been initiated and supported by this 
helpful organization. 

In spite of depletion and deflation in our personal and public 
resources social relationships and neighborly friendliness sti!! 
remain at par and I am personally grateful for the continued 
courtesies extended to me by the Committee, officials and resi- 
dents of Whately.

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REPORT OF 


Supervisor of Music 


Mr. Marvin E. Janes, Supt. of Schools, 
Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit my third annual report as Supervisor of 
Music in the town of Whately. 


My schedule, as heretofore, allows half-hour periods in each 


room. 


The innate love for music in the hearts of the children of 
Whately that was so evident my first year there is still showing 
itself. But this genuine interest is hampered in that the material 
necessary for its development is most inadequate. There is a 
shortage of books in several rooms, and in one room over half 
the pupils are without books. This is bound to retard their 
musical experience and limit their repertoire of attractive songs. 


In the lower grades, the children are learning songs by the 
rote method, and are getting their start for music reading by 
singing simple melodies from the blackboard. 


Two and three-part songs enlarge the repertoire of the chil- 
dren in the upper grades, and enough theory is taken up without 
disrupting the principal aim of school music teaching ;—namely 
to help each child to realize a love for music and develop an 
earnest desire to create it. | 


Ukelele clubs in the South and East schools are a new venture 
this year, and the members enjoy a half hour rehearsal once a 
week. Children from the sixth to the eighth grades are permit- 
ted to join. To instill in the children a desire to take up a more 
worthwhile instrument is the aim of such a club. 


Many of the girls in my High School Glee Club are from the

Whately schools, and in view of the fact that this organization 
is elective rather than compulsory, I am sure that their interest 


is sincere.

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REPORT OF 


School Nurse 


Mr. Marvin E. Janes, Supt. of Schools, 
Whately, Mass. 


My dear Mr. Janes: 


The Chadwick Clinic was held in September for the examin- 
ation of the school children to find those who might have the 
childhood or pulmonary type of tuberculosis. The tuberculin 
test was given to 153 or 58% of the total school population. 
Ten percent reacted positively to the test, indicating that these 
children were infected by the tubercle bacillus. Only five required 
the physical examination following the X-ray examination. One 
was dagnosed as hilum or childhood type and three as suspicious 
cases. Assistance was given both at the clinic and in the homes 
where consents for the test were obtained. Visits have been and 
will be made regularly to the homes to help the parents in build- 
ing up these children. Gains of three to five pounds have been 
made by these children since the clinic. 


The regular routine measures of weighing and measuring, in- 
spections by the nurse and examinations by the doctor, assist- 
ance with the vaccination clinic and home visits have been car- 
ried on. 


Help has been enlisted for the needy in the way of clothing, 
food and medical care. 7 


Altho the Blue Ribbon Contest was carried on in the fifth to 
eighth grades, no child was chosen to represent the schools in 
the final examination for the honor of being chosen King or 


Queen of Health. 


Two children are doing better school work who were given 
three weeks’ care at the Greenfield Health Camp, where they 
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gained, not only in weight but in a finer understanding of the 


rules of healthy living. 


The death of one little child from diphtheria means much in 
its cost of worry, sickness, heartache and money. Both sickness 
and death can be prevented by the Toxin-Antitoxin treatments. 
The small cost of these treatments compared to the greater cost 
of illness or death, should be a deciding factor at the next town 
meeting, 
and second grades until every school child in Whately is pro- 
tected.

I am most concerned over the menace to health which flies 
are allowed to be in the schools. This menace could be abolished 
to a large degree if part of the windows and the outside doors 
of each school were screened. I feel that this is something which 
the Parent-Teacher Association can help with to great advant- 
age for their children. 


Closing, may I thank all connected with the schools for 
their constant help and assure them of my desire to serve them 
to the utmost for the good of the children.
